On the face of reports received 
here Hull had instructed for him 
774 and a fraction of the 1.953 dele- 
gates comprising the convention, while 
Smith had 414 and a fraction. The 
uninstructed ¢ontingent, numbering 
549.40, will hold the balance of pow- 
er in the convention Tuesday, when 
North Carolina’s 24 delegates to the 
Houston nominating assembly will be 
chosen. 

Seventy delegates were reported in- 
structed to vote for a “dry” candi- 
date and 30, plus a fraction, to vote 
against Smith. 


Senator Reed, of Missouri received | 


a few <‘cattering delegates and frac- 


tional representation. Others who were 


credited with support in the instruct- 
ed delegations were Senator Simmons, 
Governor A. W. McLean, Owen JD. 
Young, Josephus Daniels and Claude 
Bowers. For the most part they were 
credited with fractions of delegates. 

Counties still to be heard from— 
McDowell, Mitchell, Montgomery, 
Swain and Washington—were not ex- 
pected to change the relative stand- 
ings of the contesting forces mate- 
rially. 

The conventions held in 99 county 
seats, were marked by spirited fights 
in a great many instances, reports 
receiyec here said, but Wilson county 
was the only one in which a formal 
contest was filed. Hull forces in con- 
trol of the gathering, it was said, 
elected a full ticket of 18 delegates 
pledged to the Tennesseean over the 
protest of Smith adherents, who con- 
tended they were entitled to five seats 
on the basis of relative voting 
strength. The state convention is ex- 
pected to be called upon to settle the 
dispute. 

Although Smith trailed Hull in the 
number of instructed delegates, W. B. 
Jones, Raleigh lawver and chairman 
of the Smith campaign committee, is- 
sued a statement tonight in which 
the claim was made that supporters 
of the New York governor would con- 
trol the convention. 

His statement read: 

“On the face of the _ instructed 
county convention vote for Governor 
Smith and the undoubted color of the 
uninstructed vote, which is more than 
half the state convention vote of 1,989, 
the state without question has gone 
for Governor Smith by a very large 
majority.

BoniOP GUERRY 
AFTER SHOOTING 


Pneumonia Brings End to 
Five-Day Fight for, Life. 
Slayer Killed Self Fol- 
lowing Attack. 


(Charleston, S, © .. June 9. — 
William A. Guerry, who was 
shot and seriously wounded the 
Rey. J. H. Woodward Monday, 
at 9:55 tonight. 

The distingwished church leader. 
head of the South Carolina Episcopal] 
diocese, died of pneumonia infection 
from the bullet wound through bis 
lung inflicted Jast Monday noon in his 
office by the clergyman who a minute 
later turned his revolver around and 
fatally wounded himself. 

Dies in Ten Minutes. 

The Rev. Mr. Woedward, who was 
alone in conference with the bishop 
at the time, died 10 minutes later. 

Physicians’ bulletins early tonight 
said that pneumonia was feared, and 
later in announcing the bishop’s death 
they gave the cause as failure of the 
heart due to infection with the dis- 
ease. . 

Death followed by five minutes a 
bulletin issued by attending physicians 
which read “He is sinking rapidly. He 
probably will not live the night out.” 

Turn for Worse. 

A turn for the worse came 
condition of the 67-year-old clergyman 
early this atfernoon after several days 
since the shooting in which bulletins 
described him as having “comfort- 
able’ days and “restful” nights. 

The bishop slept well last night 
and early this morning appeared as 
well as at any time since the shooting. 

After dinner, however, came a bul- 
letin describing an increase in tem- 
perature, pulse rate, respiration, fol- 
lowed by a statement saying “Bishop 
Guerry is not so well this afternoon,” 
and one tonight “We are fearing 
pneumonia.” 

Worked in Georgia. 

The Rev. Mr. Woodward, canon- 
ically a resident of the South Caro- 
lina diocese for many years though 
for some time prior to his death 
working in Georgia, was known as a 
man of brilliant mind, though testi- 
mony given at the inquest described 
him as being a man of unbalanced 
' temperament. 

A minute before entering the con- 
ference which ended in the shooting 
the bishop requested bis secretary, 
Miss Henrietta Jervey, according to 
her testimony, to stay in the outer 
office, saying “the man is. half 
erazy. Theres no telling what will 
happen.”

Jervey, shots were heard and she en- 
tered the office to find both men ly- 
ing on the floor, a pistol by the side 
of Woodward and a check made out 
to him of $50 by the bishop lying 
nearby.

marked by wild enthusiasm on the 
part of thousands of persons who had 
watched and hoped as the huge tri- 
motored craft fought its way through 
storms for hours along the 7,800-mile 
path over the sea. 

10-Day Voyage. 

The filght from California to Syd- 
ney was accomplished in less than 
10 days. There were halts of many 
hours on th: Hawaiian Island of 
Oahu where the plane landed from 
Oakland. Another short delay was 
experienced on the island of Kauai, 
across the channel from Oahu, 
whence the plane took off from the 
branking sands course for the Fijis. 
Again at the island of Viti Levu the 
fliers were forced to wait for an op- 
portune moment to hop off from 
Naselai beach for Brisbane, where 
they Janded yesterday. Then they 
took to the air again at Brisbane at 
10 a. m. today (4 p, m. Saturday, 
Pacific coast time) for the final lap 
to Syndey.

over-water flight of 7,300 miles would 
share in the final glory. 

The crowd increased as minute by 
minute the flight was delayed.

Benefits provided hy the recent legis- 
lation will be administered as promptly 
as possible and it is anticipated that 
the liberalizing trend of the amend- 
ments will resulf in genuine relief in 
many eases which the bureau has not 
previously heen able to reach, General 
Hines said in his summary. 

Widows and children of veterans 
who are now being paid compensation 
by virtue of an accrued right under the 
war risk insurance act. as amended,

SLAYER OF YOUTH 
SENTENCED TO ONE 
YEAR INPRISON 


Arlington, Ga., June 9.—After a 


trial lasting all day, a jury in Cal-

In Olympic 
Track Tests 


Ernest Kontz Runs Sixth 
440-Yard Event Which 
Sees Mark Broken.

Soldiers’ Field, Chicago, June 9.— 
(United News.)—America’s aspirants 
for Olympic track fame assailed the 
records of the National Collegiate 
Athletie association today, from the 
starters gun in the 100-yard dash, 
first on the program, up to the final 
event. 

The meet turned into one of the 
most brilliant exhibitions of track 
and field of the year. Of the 79 col- 
leces on hand, Leland Stanford 
proyed supreme, winning the meet 
with 72 points. It was the second 
time in the seven years that a team 
championship has been awarded that 
Stanford carried off first honors. 

One intercollegiate record Was 
broken, six meet records shattered 
and two meet records tied. One of 
the meet records, in the 100-yard 
dash, tied the world’s intercollegiate 
record. 

The University of Illinois was sec- 
ond with 30 3-4 points. Ohio State 
was third with 30; Washington 
fourth with 26; Iowa and Rice insti- 
tute of Texas scored 25 points each, 
tieing for fifth, and Northwestern 
was seventh with 24. 

Outstanding was the performance 
of Aubrey Bracey, stocky little sprint- 
er of Rice institute, Houston, ‘Texas. 
Bracey joined the ranks of Charley 
Paddock, Charley Borah, Roland 
Locke and Howard Drew when te 
ran the 100-yard dash in 9 3-5 sec- 
onds. He also tied the National Col- 
Jegiate Athletic association record for 
the 220-vard dash, running the fur- 
long in ZO 9-10 seconds. 

Ed Hamm, one of the leading jJump- 
ers in the country, hurled himself 25 
feet here this afternoon to better 
ihe Olympie broad jump mark. Ile 
leaped 25 feet in the Olympic tryouts 
held in Atlanta Jast week. The Olym- 
pie record of 24 feet 11 and 1-4 
inches was set by A. IL. Gutterson, 
in Stockholm,.in the games there in 
1912. 

tartlett, of Albion, Mich., set a 
new intercollegiate record in the jJav- 
elin throw, with a toss of 216 feet 
7 inches. The former intercollegiate 
record of 215 feet 4 inches was made 
by Wilford Rinehart, of Indiana.

Senator Cole L. Blease today said he

Child welfare work in Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, with Mrs. 
Hl. G. Hastings, 
told by Mrs. Hastings in the follow- 
ing article: 

“Your chairman, on taking up this 
visited Wash- 
ington, obtained all information 
child welfare work, 
it all district 
also to all club chairmen desiring it. 
She visited the general 
tion chairman of child welfare in Chi- 
cago, laying her plans before her for 
the state work, which she heartily in- 
dorsed. Clubs have actively 
for maternity and infaney. The state 
has matched federal aid for 
vears. We hope to aid national work- 
ers in having a new bill before econ- 
gress so to have work extended beyond 
the present limit. Numerous clubs are 
following out health programs as pro- 
vided by the American Child Health 
association. 

“The healthmobile, put into country 
districts by- the Phi Mui sorority, is 
doing splendid work from April 1 to 
November 1]. They have a doctor and 
two nurses teaching rural mothers pre- 
natal and infaney care, health and 
sanitation. The S1,500 furnished by 
them is mateled by an equal amount 
from the federal government. Nurses 
are in 2 eounties, one-half of eX- 
penses paid by county and one-half by 
federel aid. ~The women sid in 
ail of these undertakings. Georgia 
stands second in the United States in 
doing best maternity and pre-school 
work, according to published reports, 
(McCall's Magazine for April carries 
an article coneerning Mrs. Clifford 
Walker's splendid pre-school work for 
Georgia.) Vhe home demonstration 
department at the University of Geor- 
gia, organized throngh elub women’s 
efforts, doing splendid work with 
Little Mothers’ leagues, 5,000 certifi- 
cates. having been” issued to little 
mothers last year. We have helped 
place juvenile courts in additional 
counties this year, and also probation 
officers. to insure school attendance. 
Since January 1, 1927, 25,000 births 
have been registered, follawing a new 
bill put into effect. Through the ef- 
forts of club women the state board of 
welfare was saved from being abol- 
ished at the last session of legislation. 

“A group of club women form a 
| woman s board assisting the Seottish 
| Rite hospital for erippled children. 
| In fact, each institution for the under- 
‘privileged child in the state has a 
woman's board connected with if. that 
is federated. Reports from elub dis- 
triets give child welfare programs as 
part of their work. ‘Toxin antitoxin 
has been given pretty generally all 
over the state: through the influence 
of club women. Clubs report playe- 
grounds, swimming pools and improv- 
ed school] facilities, one club paying 
teachers’ salaries for two in 
order to have a full term school, 
Club have clinics for the examina- 
tion of school children dental 
work, tonsils and adenoid operations. 
One county federation keeps on hand 
booklets on pre-natal care, infant and 
child care, and which are given out 
to expectant mothers, and a talk on 
child welfare is given at each mect- 
ing. Another elub furnishes milk. bot- 
tles and quills for sehool children. 
One club keeps its library open after- 
noons for the benefit of school chil- 
dren, and to give out proper hooks 
and furnish clothing and pay board 
for dependent children All elubs 
| work in conjunction with state boards 
'of edueation, health, publie welfare 
‘and the library commission. 

“The federation represented hy 
the state chairman of child welfare on 
the governor's committee to codify 
‘children’s bills. New work is planned 
for junior clubs to make two new gar- 
‘ments (each member) for state fed- 
erated school children at ‘Tallulah 
|} Falls school. Also, young matrons’ 
lelubs are planning to take up child 
‘study on regular programs, and are 
working for children’s hospitals and 
clinies for underprivileged children. 
Through efforts of club women $35.- 
000 was obtained from the legislature 
for the Gracewood hospital tor the 
mental defectives. Three bills were 
passed for the benefit of the children, 
which the women worked for most tn- 
tiringly. Musie clubs have junior 
clubs that are training children to like 
the best in music... Art clubs are giv- 
ing children free lessons in art and 
art appreciation ; and 200 letters were 
sent child welfare workers of ten 
state organizations, stressing cooper- 
ation on child welfare work in every 
town and community, by your state 
chairman. The University of Georvia 
offers to the child welfare workers 
‘and club women of the state a course 
fin child welfare work this summer, 
for which credits will be given by the 
university. Your chairman urges as 
many as possible to avail themselves 
of this opportunity.”

Quacks See a Chance. 

Iver since the story of their brave 
facing of death was printed in The 
Constitution a few weeks ago, each 
of the five has been getting 10 or 
15 letters daily from strangers, and 
dozens of papers and magazines, 
mostly religious. 

Without exception the letters fall 
into three classes. The first consists 
of messages of sympathy or attempt- 
ed cheer, the second of religious ex- 
hortations, and the third of advice to 
get treatment that is obviously 
quackery, 

The letters of sympathy, well in- 
tended though they be, sometimes re- 
veal an amazing lack of imagination 
and understanding. Mrs. Hussman, 
wretched, suffering, scarcely able to 
move, has these lines from a girl in 
an Oregon city woolen mill: 

“We sure are having fine weather 
out here. The roses are in bud. Am 
hoping you will get well so you will 
set to come out to see us, for us girls 
would be overjoyed to see you.” 

“Do you enjoy poetry?” a Chicago 
girl inquires of Mrs. Larice. The 
girl encloses this verse, for a woman 
whose illness is thus far without 
remedy, according to physicians’ of 
highest repute: 


“QO, life is very good to me— 
T still can think each day, 
That just around the corner 
Is something very gay.” 


Occasionally the simplicity and 
plain sineerity of a letter strike these 
women so that they keep it. That is 
the case with Jeanette Bonnell's letter 
from 448 East Nineteenth street, 
rie, Pa., to Miss Fryer. 

“Please,” she writes, “‘accept this 
as a personal letter from a_ friend 
known for years, but remember it is 
sent by a little girl who has tried 
to help you.” 

Miss Fryer treasures the letter.

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In these conditions, the desirability 
of establishing some form of air con- 
trol by international agreement is evi- 
dent, and various suggestions have 
been made with that end in view. The 
first and most obvious is the limita- 
tion of air armaments. Here, 
ever, little, if any, progress has been 
made, the reason being that air forces 
per se are not the sole measure of the 
air power of a nation. 

To limit them would certainly be 
advantageous; great 
would thereby be effected in national 
expenditure, and if at the same time 
the sale of military aircraft were pro- 
hibited, the area Of possikle cenfiict 
But 
this would not be a complete solution 
of the problem. 
ing aircraft industries and air trans- 
port systems the size of the air forces 
is of less importance than the capacity 
to expand them rapidly, or to creaie 
them where none exists. 

On the ground that 
Aviation is from its very nature an in- 
ternational affair, it has also heen 
suggested that an international at 
force should be eStablished, whose 
functions would be, first, to overawe, 
later, if necessary, to punish disturb- 
ers of the peace. This suggestion has 
encountered opposition from _— sup- 
porters of the League of Nations. who 
object to peace being maintained by 
the threat of force, as a denial of the 
league’s spirit and the setting up of 
a super-state. 

Nationalists, on the other hand, re- 
sent the implied surrender of national 
power to any international body, 
however constituted; they scoff at the 
idea of an air force to which all na- 
tions would contribute quotas, declar- 
ing that it would be undisciplined, in- 
efficient, a hotbed of intrigue and a 
Sheer waste of men, material and 
money. 

They are supported in these views 
by professional airmen, who realize 
the technical difficulties of organizing 
an@® providing for the operation of 
such a force and are of the opinion 
that, even if agreement could be 
reached as to when, where and how 
it should be employed, it would 
probably be ineffective. 

When people who start so far apart 
and pursue such difterent trains of 
thought reach similar cenciusions, 
those conclusions, however discour- 
aging they may be, must be respected. 
And they amount to this—that con- 
trol of the air by international agree- 
ment is not, for the present anyhow, 
a practical proposition. Humanity is 
not yet ripe for a conception -whose 
essence is the elimination of national 
rivalries and suspicions. Nations co- 
operate already in many matters, and 
there are hopeful indications of the 
development of an_ international 
spirit, but even the most. civilized 
races aré still doubtful about submit- 
ting all their claims to international 
courts of justice, and they will cer- 
tainly not yet confide the measures 
their experts deem necessary for Se- 
curity, and least of all those for air 
defense, to an international body. 
When greater confidence prevails an 
effective form of air control will no 
doubt be practicable, but then, para- 
doxically enough, it will be unneces- 
Sary, a new era will have dawned. 

In the meantime the coming of 
that dawn can be accelerated by 
ing full advantage of the opportuni- 
ties presented by the new form of 
transport. The use of aviation is the 
best preventive of its abuse. 
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Air warfare inspires such dread and 
horror that the practicability of con- 
verting commercial aircraft into mili- 
tary machines has prejudiced many 
otherwise progressive people against 
the further development of commer- 
cial aviation. Pacifists argue that if 
commercial air fleets are to be mere- 
Iv an insidious reinforcement of air 
forces it would be better to do with- 
out them altogether, since their ex- 
istence will invalidate any genuine 
limitation of air armaments. 

As a matter of fact, while a highly 
develeped air transport system 1s the 
foundation of a natton’s air power, 
the least tmportant feature In such a 
system, from a military point of view, 
is the number of aircraft flying on its 
routes. In the event of another war 
the requirements of a belligerent state 
would far exceed the number of air- 
planes emrloved on the most exten- 
Again. while it 1s also 
true that a passenger plane could, 
with certain alterations, be made to 
serve as a bomber, time would be 


needed for the readtustment, and it 
would probably be cheaper in the end 
to build a new machine. 


Mobilization for any future war 
will be carried out in two stages; the 
first, immediate, will affect air ferces 
kept at concert pitch in time of peace, 
ready to strike a blow simultaneously 
with the formal declaration of hostil- 
ities. The second stage will be con- 
cerned with industry; every workshop 
and factory in the belligerent states 
will be mobilizing for production. Ob- 
viously, during this second stage, a 
country possessing a large and well- 
organized aircraft industry would 
have an immense advantage over one 
less well equipped, always provided 
that it had survived the first on- 
Slaught. 

From the foregoing it would ap- 
pear that the mobilization of a com- 
mercial air transport is a secondary 
consideration for purposes of war. 
The value of an air transport system 
consists chiefly in its capacity to main- 
tain a national aircraft industry. The 
more extended that system is, the 
more numerous will be the pilots and 
mechanics it employs, and the more 
productive the factories which supply 
its needs. These are the real reserves 
In any future war; without them a na- 
tion might possess an air force, but it 
would not possess air power. 

To illustrate this point: Under the 
Treaty of Versailles, Germany is pro- 
hibited from maintaining any air 
force, but she could built a most ef- 
ficient one, and man it with _first- 
class pilots and mechanics, in a few 
months. She owes her capacity to do 
so to the energy and foresight of her 
government and people to which no 
limits can be set. As a consequence, 
another factor enters into the calcu- 
lation of air power, a factor involving 
an inferiority complex, and therefore 
difficult to gauge, whose influence 
complicates the problem and is sin- 
ister, since it is indirectly aimed at 
progress. The result is that so far 
from limitation being the order of the 
day, there is a general tendency to- 
ward competitive development of air 
forces. 

Although the world war gave an 
immense impulse to aviation, one fea- 
ture of its aftermath may quite con- 
ceivably have an opposite — effect. 
That feature is the dependence of the 
aircraft industries in the principal 
victorious belligerent states on orders 
for military machines. In Great 
Britain, France, Italy and the United 
States, and nrobabiv in’ Russia, the

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it is for commercial aircraft, and, 
naturally, the industries - concerned 
are organized so as to supply it. 

As a consequence, an unduly large 
proportion of the time and money of 
designers and constructors in all these 
countries is devoted to the production 
of machines, fitted with powerful en- 
gines, capable of high speed at alti- 
tudes of 10,000 or 15,000 feet, and 
handy to maneuver. It is, of course, 
essential that military airplanes 
should be designed for this ‘“‘perform- 
ance,’’ but there ts undoubtedly 
marked a tendency in all countries 
with air forces to sacrifice the general 
and more scientific development of 
aviation to the power and speed re- 
quired in airplanes designed for air 
warfare. 

This is undesirable from every 
point of view and must, ultimateiy, 
react unfavorably on air forces. After 
all, the real’ significance of aviation 
is that it is a means of transporta- 
tion, and its future will depend on 
whether or not air travel can be made 
both sate and cheap. To starve the 
research work necessary to secure 
these two conditions, because of the 
greater demand for machines with ex- 
ceptional performance, would be a 
Shortsighted policy. 

In modern Europe a just balance 
between military and commercial 
aviation has not been struck in any 
singte state. Great Britain, France 
and Italy maintaim their aircraft in- 
dustries with orders for their air 
forces; the requirements of commer- 
cial aviation would not keep a quar- 
ter of their factories open. Germany, 
on the other hand, being prohibited 
from having any air force’ whatso- 
ever, has devoted all her energies to 
the manufacture of commercial air- 
craft, with the result that she supplies 
not only her own needs, but also 
those of other states. For example, 
the two principal air routes in Italy 
are equipped with German airplanes, 
and unt#d quite recently Russia relied 
largely on the German aircraft indus- 
try. In this way Germany has laid 
the foundation of air power, though 
she lacks the superstructure of an air 
force. 

She might in case of need convert 
and mobilize with surprising speed 
the aircraft plying on her air routes, 
but would this save her? Would 
these machines be ready to resist the 
first attack of an enemy that main- 
tained in times of peace an efficient 
air force? If not, since the chief tar- 
get of that attack would be her air- 
craft factories, she might find herself 
reduced to impotence’ before’ she 
could strike a blow. German strate- 
gists must often ask themselves these 
questions, and Germany possesses 
more commercial aircraft than any 
other state: : 

Second in the 
commercial aviation is the United 
States. With the development of the 
air mail service and the growth of 
private flying, it may be anticipated 
that before long the continent of 
North America will possess the most 
extensive system of air communica- 
tion in the world. Nor will this be 
due entirely to American enterprise 
and hustle; wide land spaces and pres- 
ent immunity from air attack are 
even more important factors in the 
development of civil aviation. 

France, however, maintains the 
largest air force tn the world, with 1,- 
350 first-line machines. Italy comes 
second, unless Russia can lay claim 
to that position (some-authorities de- 
clare that the Russian air, force com- 
prises 950 military airplanes). Great 
Britain has over 50 machines in va- 
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rious ports of the world, and the 
numerical strength of the air force in 
the United tSates is approximately the 
same. 

With the cultivation of ‘“‘air sense” 
among civilized people, and a wider 
comprehension of the uses and oap- 
portunities of aviation, it may be 
hoped that its abuse will come to be 
regarded as an international crime. 

The idea that commercial aviation 
sheuld ‘fly by itself’? was, and still 
Is, unreasonable, and has been prov- 
ed everywhere to be unpractical. 
During 1927, the regular air trans- 
port systems in all countries received 
rovernment The highest 
paid was in Germany; it amounted to 
approximately $5,394,850, and _ this 
sum does not include coniributions 
from the local authorities in the prin- 
cipal German cities. France 
second with $3,671,370, and the 
United States third with $2,057,000, 
for the mail service only. The Italian 
subsidy amounted to nearly $1,875,- 
000; the Polish government allotted 
$225,000 to the maintenance of 1,- 
225 miles of air routes, and the other 
states assisted commercial aviation 
with similar sums. 

Here, it is very difficult to institute 
comparisons with the British Empire, 
owing to the different nature of the 
problem. In 1927, Imperial Airways 
earned roughly $1,130,000 in sub- 
Sidies on its Europeon and eastern air 
services. There is-every prospect that 
this sum will be increased to $1,250,- 
OOO during 1928. The only do- 
minion’ which paid a direct subsidy 
was Australia, the amount being 
$340,000. The Australian govern- 
ment, however, realizes the im- 
portance of commercial aviation and 
proposes to add another $500,000 to 
the subsidy for the current year. Fol- 
lowing the example of the mother 
country, Australia, Canada and Singa- 
pore are encouraging light airplane 
routes with money grants, a most 
practical form of subsidy. Neverthe- 
less, making full allowance for pros- 
pective payments in 1928, the fact 
remains that the British Empire will 
be a bad fifth among great powers in 
regard to subsidies for civil aviation. 

On the other hand, Great Britain 
has taken the lead in the development 
of airships, and these should play an 
important part in future air commu- 
nications. _During the last four years, 
experiments have been’ carried out 
with lighter than air vessels, and two 
large British airships should be com- 
pleted by the end of 1928, or early in 
1929. 


Italy and the United States are also 
interested in this type of aircraft. It 
is unfortunate that Germany should 
be prohibited by the peace treaties 
from making more of a contribution 
to this branch of aviation. 


The functions of airships and air- 
planes are complementary. The 
chief province of the former will be 
over ocean spaces too wide for air- 
planes to cross with passengers or 
freight. In these circumstances, 
whereas the airplane competes for 
speed with trains and motor cars, the 
airship will compete with ocean 
liners, whose maximum speed ts un- 
der forty knots. Once the airworthi- 
ne:S$of airships has been established, 
they Will be able to maintain an aver- 
age speed of sixty miles an hour, and 
their employment .as 2 means of 
transportation will be f ced upen 
great shipping companies.

pity it is that the graceful windjammer must go the 
way of forgotten things; a victim to commercialism 
and the scientific advancement of humanity! 

Conceivably, by the time this paper reaches print, 
the last of the old square-rigged windjammers will 
have been towed to her final moorings, to rot there 
awhile as a relic of bygone glories, and then to be 
broken up and forgotten save for the tender memo- 
ries that might linger for just a little while in the 
hearts of a disappearing breed who worked and suf- 
fered for her, and loved her while they cursed her, 
with an enduring devotion that no bitterness of 
travail could ever wholly quencn. 

The roaring Atlantic waves which she conquered 
proudly, or, when the odds against her proved too 
heavy—to which she surrendered like a weary Amazon 
overborne by the fret and battle ot.an unceasing 
hostility—to-day are viewed indifferently from the 
fuselage of a hurtling airplane, which covers more 
distance in an hour, possibly, than the windjammer 
did in a day; and anon the venom of those grav- 
bearded combers will. be forgotten along with the 
ships that braved them that this civilization of ours 
might advance and grow great. 

For, let who may deny it, there is one outstanding 
fact that compels itself to the attention of the 
thoughtful—without the windjammer modern civiliza- 
tion must have clogged and decaved. Our steam and 
oil driven leviathans conquer the oceans; new tri- 
umphs are reported every day; science demands the 
air as a new highway, but it was our windjammers 
that blazed the wide, white trails, and the men wha 
manned those fairy-like fabrics were the true env”ys 
of progress. Stanch and dauntless, unconqueravle 
and unfearing, they ventured galiantly into an un- 
known whose terrors none of us to-day may con- 
ceive, and by their enterprise laid the keel of to- 
day’s abounding history. Let honor abide with them, 
ships and men, in their forgotten graves! 

Thirty years ago, in every harbor of that Pacific 
Coast which was the one remaining stronghold ot 
the sailing ship, I saw tier after tier of the resting 
fabrics, reaching in lovely perspective for mile on 
mile of the quiet harbor water. Ships by the hun- 
dred—almost by the thousand; one time China clip- 
pers, Calcutta traders, wool carriers, timber ships— 
from the giant five-master to-the natty little barque, 
they lay there momentarily inert yet ready to flash 
their glorious wings abroad and burst proudly into 
the terrors of the world’s wildest waters. 

“Windjammers!” said a modern shipmaster .o me 
the other day, “I visited forty-eight West Coast pcris 
last voyage and didn’t see a single square-rigged craft 
showing the old flag!” And now we hear that the 
last two survivors of the splendid fleet are on their 
homeward way—to die. 

Well, they have had their day—as brown Bess had 
her day; as the Indians’ bows had their day, as 
sling-stones had their day. We live in an-intolerant, 
utilitarian age. Commercially the windjammey iost 
her value long ago; maybe it was only an old, tender 
sentiment that kept her alive so long. We must vow 
our heads to the inevitable, as your horse-loving man 
admits the fact that horses as a means of transport 
are obsolete. None the less, it is as well, before mourn- 
ing the windjammer’s passing, to bear in mind the 
spacious days of her ripe splendor, and admit the 
debt we owe her. 

Spacious days, indeed—thunderous days; days of 
Herculean fighting, with human wit and cunning and 
human blood and muscle and bone pitted against 
the worst the seas could do; fighting—aye, fignting, 
for the continued preservation ot a ship that was 
not quite a conglomerate of wood and steel and 
rope, but an entity—a fabric that seemed at times 
to be -endowed with a sentient soul; a craft that 
could and did breed love in the hearts of such as 
served her whims and ministered to her fractious 
fancies. 

I have seen men condemned as hopeless outcasts 
by the pious-minded who trace damnation in a 
rounded oath, or hell’s flames in a manly peccadillo. 
fight tooth and nail, fight as oldtime Crusaders must 
have fought, on their feet, on their knees, aye, and 
on their bellies, for the honor of a ship; upholding 
her fair fame as eagerly and as doggedly as ever did 
medieval knight uphold the glory of his lady fair. I 
have seen such men, ragamuffins, scourings of brothels 
and the poorer purlleus of the ports, fight narder 
still, fight, dear God, until their last ounce of strength 
was expended and all hope had fled their souls, fight 
until there was nothing in them “except the will that 
says ‘Hold on!’” banded together in an invincible 
brotherhood, seeing and tasting death and yet scorn- 
ing it for the life of a ship, wherein each man knew 
that conceivably the last fragment of hig expended 
stfength might drag the menaced vessel pack trom 
the doom that thundcred in her wake. 
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As were the ships—those beautiful things that 
could combine utility with sweet stateliness as never 
can the clamorous giants of to-day—so were the 
men—and both have gone. 

I have talked with the sailor of to-day, endeavcred 
to probe into his mind, to get the feel of him as 
regards the ships in which he does his deep-w- 
business.

ship. I have seen and I know—that amazing spirit 
which refuses to accept defeat so long as the faintest 
breath of life endures; that fanatical fury which 
fights on when the last planks are rending asunder. 
And I have seen the ships themselves—yea, even 
those modern contraptions which Clark Russel de- 
plored as being unlovely iron atrocities—collect their 
souls and fight intelligently; refusing to submit to 
the sternest mandates of that hoary old tyrant, 
the sea. 

_And to-day—what? A mobile tank, steering an 
ordained course along a sea-lane as familiar aimost 
as a motoring road; with her crew murmuring if 
one single hour of the allotted span off duty be en- 
croached upon for the needs of the ship; her crew 
demanding overtime, forsooth. if disturbed in cneir 
leisure to take such measures as shall safeguard their 
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own lives; with her master co#itwled by wireless 
from one side of the world to the other; with busi- 
ness-like agents ordering her destinies abroad, and en- 
gineers controlling her circumstances at home! No 
longer must our seafarers hold their noses as they 
eat the redolent salt horse; no longer need they 
dowse the light ere ever they tackle the crawling 
weevilly biscuit that was their predecessors’ mainstay 
of life. Fresh food for every meal, and a miniature 
mutiny if they were asked to dig their teeth into a 
flinty pantile, egad! Ham and eggs for breakfast every 
day, and if the cook singes the pudding at dinner- 
time—a letter of protest to their union, and tareat 
of—a strike! Eheu fugaces! The times have changed, 
my masters—and rot altogether for the better. 


But comparisons ‘are odious; let us dismiss them 
with a word. The safe seatrails along which our 
pulsing freighters move were blazed with sweat and 
blood and agonized suffering by men of stick and 
string, who cared no whit for the present-day cry of ° 
fairness, but who studied to fight one foe and one 
foe alone—the monstrous, merciless sea. 

Think of the days gone by for a little while— 
sadly, perhaps, by reason of their vanishing, and yet 
triumphantly, too, because of the splendid glories that 
were theirs. 

Close your eyes and iet the mental procession 
gladden a brain ’surcharged with the riot and clamor 
and unrest ot a dividend-earning generation. See 
them—towering, graceful phantoms: built by men 
who hammerea and wrought some part of themselves, 
belike, into the ultimate fabric; lovely things, de- 
pendent altogether on the craftiness of their build- 
ing, the stanchness of the materials wherewith they 
were built, and the nonest hearts of such as took 
service under their spreading tracery of spars. See 
them leisurely drawing down stream in wake of @ 
fussy. smutty tug, until the kind winds of heaven 
caress them with boisterous affection and quicken 
them to thrilling, throbbing life—when the great 
rustling sails drop gladly from their holding gaskets 
and swell and slat and boom, and then, handsomely, 
blend themselves together into one noble diapason 
note of striving whose like the world shall never 
hear again! 

See them, then, with the white foam-curl thrust 
before their impetuous bows, the wide,-white wake 
astern, forging nobly out to open sea, heraids of 
progress, disdainful of all adventitious aids! Hear 
the reef-points drum and drum—a challenging sum- 
mons to the strenuous warfare that awaits them off 
the Cape of Storms or the Pitch of the Horn! See 
them rise and dip a proud curtsey to the enemy ere 
entering on the battle, undismayed by any fear of 
what the future holds—heading out to open sea with 
all its threats and all its terrors. Their mission in 
life it is to “weather God Almighty’s storms and bluff 
the eternal sea” and carry to the further confines of 
the world the things that civilization has made so 
that civilization’s millions of Aungry mouths may 
be fed. 

And once in open sea they are isolated, self-sup- 
porting entities—lonely hulls on wondrous seas; de- 
pending for existence on the honesty of sucn as 
fashioned them and the wit of their masters and 
the stamina of their men. Nor all the abstruse 
science of the world will serve them when the :oar- 
ing issue comes. Only grit and will and tenacity, 
when the friendly breeze becomes the hostile, merci- 
less gale; but, knowing all that les ahead, they fare 
forth—white-winged shuttles of that famous loom 
whose warp and weft are honor and daring and high 
esteem. 

See them flash through the golden,- numming 
Trades, to idle impatiently in the confusing Doldrums 
where men’s tempers wear thin and where canvas 
wears weak by reason of much idle slamming. And 
then they are up and away to the warfare of the 
higher altitudes, which try both ships and men, not 
seeking shelter of land to lessen old ocean’s rigors, 
but daringly faring south in search of the booming 
winds that stand for speed and an honorable fulfill- 
ment of their obligations. There are the windjam- 
mers, the ships that were and are not—for the sea 
has taken them almost all; and their like shall 
never be seen again. 

Once on a time all that was demanded of a ship 
was that she should safely, albeit leisurely, carry cer- 
tain merchandise from this land to that; and then 
the windjammer was a portentous, tublike thing, 
useful only when running before a breezqQ requiring 
half a gale to shift her. Suchlike aids to safe travel 
as chronometers and gyroscopic compasses were non- 
existent: all that could be done was to run the lati- 
tude down until in the parallel ot the desired port, 
and then run east or west as the case might be 
until land was sighted and the teacons of safety— 
or, more often af peril. 

Just so the freight ultimately got to haven, not 
much trouble arose as to whether the passage cccu- 
pied one hundred days or half a thousand; but then 
the fashion chanzged and speed was sought as human 
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life quickened its general impetus. 
Thus the stolid, stodgy windjammer, 
making one knot ahead-and three to 
leeward, trahnsmogrified itself into the 
Slim, sleek clipper—carrying no un- 
wiedly top-hamper, but extra satls— 
royals and skyscrapers and moonrak- 
ers and heaven’s disturbers; with a 
medley of lighter stuns’ls and flving 
kites. all designed to drive the arrow- 
like fabric through the sea and the 
fabric itself built to withstand the 
added shock of rapid transit. 

Came thus the Blackwell frigates 
and the Boston skysail-yarders, come- 
ly ships, armed to play their part in 
war as the merchant services of the 
world have always played their part 
in war, which is but little changed 
from so-called peace; and they made 
history and trained a sterling race of 
sea warriors who, facing and fearing 
danger, were vet staunch and un- 
afraid. But the whispering threat of 
a plutonic rivalry sounded—a new 
and as yet unrealized power was aris- 
ing that should make of the seas safe 
plavgrounds for the mighty bottoms 
that bore the commerce of the world; 
and further speed was asked. 

So we got the China clippers—the 
precious gems of our windjammer 
historv; the Cutty Sarks and the Red- 
rauntlets; the Ariels and the Ning- 
3o0s—whose names flash through the 
pages of the world’s maritime story 
as the splendid, lovely originals flash- 
ed through the gilded latitudes about 
the lines and the bellowing furies of 
the Forties. 

It might have been better, senti- 
mentalists will have it, that the breed 
had died when those gallant sea con- 
auerors died—when their honor and 
fame were at their highest crest. The 
windiammer would have passed then 
as a proud warrior falling-in the mo- 
ment of achieved victory—tbut no, 
the white-winged craft persisted. The 
Australian wool market demanded 
transport—and the Melpomone. the 
Aristides and the Thermopyloe_ re- 
sponded, racing wildly homeward 
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with the season’s clips and making 


new nautical history. 

These homeward races aroused as 
much interest in human minds as does 
a contest for the Kentucky Derby 
Stakes today; and well thev deserved 


it; for these ships did not indulge in 
a three minutes’ sprint along a course 
prepared religiously and meticulously 
as though for the delicate tread of a 
daintv woman’s feet. No, thev shap- 
ed their course down into the bellow- 
ing horrors of the Antarctic waters— 
always questing for that added wind 
that should lend them added speed; 
they braved the floating ice and the 
shifting squalls, and thev fought and 
rested and fought again through sixty, 
seventy and eighty days of unceasing 
strife. Sometimes even their stout 
hearts were unavailing against the 
massed might of wind and sea, and 
then thev passed—unviewed, but gal- 
lantly, because it was the fashion of 
the breed to die fighting. 

But then the economic pressure de- 
manded that tea and wool and rarer 
roods be taken from land to land at 
even added speed, and steam usurped 
the privileges of the buoyant white 
wings. And the windjammer was 
relegated ‘to the shabbier trade of 
carrying flour and timber and niter— 
and did tt. Wooden ships gave way 
to iron-framed ships, and :ron-framed 
ships were replaced bv hulls of solid 
stee!—the fairv-like beauty vanished, 
Stark utilitarianism was.the predom- 
inant note as the windiammer made 
its last fight against the remorseless 
run of events. 

Rope, began to lose tts worth as 
compared with wire, and steam in- 
truded, to rid the fabrics of certain of 
their human complements; but still 
the white sail was the motive power 
and the skill and courage of the crew 
the deciding factor in the war that 
never changed. You saw the niter 
ships, laden scupper deep ramping 
majestically round old Cape = Stiff, 
with white water leaping to their 
main vards, snugged down to upper 
topsails, maybe, smothered in_ blind- 
ing foam, but driving on—driving on, 
Indomitably, that the age-old tradi- 
tions of the sea might be fulfilled. 

And aboard them, drogher, clipper 
or ftive-Sticked cargo-tanks, were men 
of the old. salty breeds—sailors, 
thes2, who lived and fought and died 
for the welfare of the ship and her 
flag. Many of them died with no 
trumpets to applaud their passing— 
they died obscurely, with their hands 
still gripped about a rope, and the 
wild seas roared their requiem; but 
be sure they died gallantly, fighting to 
the last, as was the nature of their 
breed to die. And in their dying they 
paved the way for the safe sea-going 
of today. 


yesterday, bred the men of today who 
mock at the sea—not by reason of 
personal victories won, but by reason 
of the indomitable spirit infused into 
them by inheritance. Those men of 
yesterdavy—who may sufficiently sing 
their praises? They crawled aboard 
their different ships as detached and 
impersonal wastrels; and the first 
Screaming squall that burst on their 
floating home welded them. as_ by 
magic into a band of — stern-faced, 
clear-eved brothers, animated bv one 
exaltation and sustained by one im- 
mutable creed—the welfare of their 
ship. 

Furthermore, the windjammer in- 
spired an epic race of writers and 
versifiers who understood the glory 
of the fight and who set before such 
as profited by that battling the things 
as they were in simple words under- 
Standable bv even the meanest intel- 
ligence. Dana, Russell, Masefield. 
Conrad, Melville, Lubock and the like 
and, last though by no means least, 
the world’s own Rudyard Kipling— 
though he prefers the steamer side 
of it—have set forth in imperishable 
prose the wild and haunting majesty 
of the sei and the ships that used it 
and have told a once indifferent 
world of the dept it owes to its white- 
winved ocean Carriers. 

But even so, the tale is not yet 
properly told. Maybe it never will 
be, for of all the fighting services, the 
merchant service boasts least of its 
victories and defeats. No forma! 
archives are filed—and such _ slow- 
moving tongues as might have to!d 
the truth are. alas, growing fewer and 
fewer. until soon there will be none 
at all left to blazon the splendid story. 

And the tragedy of it all ts that this 
utilitarian age cannot even set wind- 
jamming training ships afloat upon 
the seas to maintain the old traditions 
and preserve the ancient glories. For 
their strenuous voyagings the wind- 
jammers not only proved themselves, 
but proved their crews to be super- 
men—in fearlessness and handiness 
and the abiitty to make much out of 
nothing; and now—we have our well 
lettered machine men, who hold no 
interest in the machinery-filled abom- 
inations- that link the limitless seas 
one with another. 

But every pleasure maker who 
treads the unyielding planking of 
some superb Mauretania or Leviathan 
or Majestic might well pause for a 
moment. ere he enters the verandah 
cafe or avails himself of the sleek 
electric lift to carry him to his pal- 
ace-like cabin, to meditate upon the 
Stepping stones that rendered such 
luxury possible. The windjammer 
blazed the trails across the seas, let 
come what might; and to the wind- 
jammer belong the honor and glory. 
Steam or oil might cross the Atlantic 


in five davs; but canvas. crossed it 
unaided in the vears when men knew 
not what lay beyond the sea’s clear 
rim, but feared that death alone 
should guerdon their undaunted striv- 
ing, and so found lands beyond to 
prove the value of the sea. 

It mav be that the spirit of the 
windiammer survives in this new 
voung generation that seeks adven- 
ture still in the unknown strata of the 
air. But even so, our gallant young 
aviators are dependent on mechani- 
cal aids to safety and success, and 
cannot claim to be such pioneers of 
progress as were the windjammer 
men who went out to the battle equip- 
ped only with the- wits God granted 
them and an unbounded faith in the 
stately ships that bore their fortunes. 


The, windjammer passes, but the 
hone and the glory remain—in the 
mings of those who know and under- 
Stand.

In almost every big murder mys- 
tery, letters more or less like this 
come to the authorities or the news- 
papers only to be eliminated ultimate- 
ly as fakes. But in this instance the 
police were forced to believe the let- 
ter had been written by the murderer. 
The enclosed bonds, and the fact that 
the letter had been: written before 
even the police knew the identity of 
the victim, proved that it was gen- 
uine. 

But that the letter contained a 
Statement of facts, especially as re- 
gards the man himself, the police did 
not believe. They decided that he 
had written with but one aim in view 
—to divert suspicion. He had been 
thoroughly frightened, no doubt, by 
the fact that the body had been iden- 
tified.

Several more days passed. The po- 
lice strove with all their might, both 
in New Jersey and in New York, to 
unearth some one who had seen the 
woman with a man, but they failed.

Clement asserted that he had com- 
plete proof of his innocence. He said 
he did not own a car and would not 
be able to drive it if he did own one, 
that le had dined with friends at the 
time of the crime, and that he could 
prove he hadn’t been in New Jersey 
in months. 

Two days later he gave himself up 
and underwent nine hours of ques- 
tioning. His story remained unshaken 
and he was eliminated from the case.
